Troy, Ala., February 28— 
Trusting a tin box and a hole in 
the ground more than a bank, 
cost R. C, Flowers, prominent 
farmer $25,000.00 in cold cash 
for that amount or more was 
stolen from him Sunday night, 
according to his report to auth- 
orities here Monday. Mr. 
Flowers, who lives 11 miles 
south of Troy on the Elba high- 
Way, said the money was in 
silver coins mostly, but some 
gold pieces and was locked in 
a black tin box and buried be- 
neath the floor of a storehouse 
that was close to his home. 

Monday morning about 
o'clock a negro farm hand 
nwoke Mr. Flowers to report 
the vobbery, having noticed 
locks on the storehouse broken. 
The box was found emptied of 
iis contents about 200 yards 
away. Its lock had been blas- 
ted off by a pistol shot. Seve- 
val locks were broken to gain 
admission to the store and in 
obtaining the box. 

Mr. Flowers stated that dur- 
ing the night he thought he 
heard noises but was assured 
by a member of his famly that 
he had not heard anything, so 
he went back to sleep. 

He has offered a reward of 
$1,000 for evidence leading to 
the arrest and conviction of the 
guilty party or parties. He be- 
lieves that there were two 
parties involved as the foot- 
prints found would indicate as 
much. 

County authorities are work- 
ing on the ease but have failed 
so far to obtain any clues.

Bledsoe Advises Farmers on 
Sears-Roebuck Agricul- 
tural Foundation 
Short Course. 


HOW TO IMPROVE SOIL 


se TPOUR crops of the southeast of 

cupy 90 per cent of the land and 
produce 80 per cent of the value of all 
erops grown, These crops are cotton, 
corn, sinall grains and hay. It is upen 
the successful productlon of these 
four crops that the agricultural pros: 
periiy of the southeast depends. All 
other crops are of minor luportunce, 
although certain restricted ureas one 
or more of them may be of great tm- 
portinee,” 

This was the message carried te the 
farmers of the southeast by RK, -P 
Bledsoe, ugren- 
omist, Georgia Wx 
periment Station, 
in a talk for the 
Radio Shert 
Course over WHR, 
the Atlanta Jour: 
nal station, a two 
weeks’ breadcast 
inake possible 
through the Scura- 
Neoehuck Agricul- 
turlal Foundation 
in eo-operation 
with the Nutional 
Wertllizer Associa: 
tion, 

“A study of the latest statistics for 
1926 shows the average Georgla farm- 
er lost from eleven to twelve dollars 
on euch sere of cotton or corn and 
from one to two dollars on each acre 
of outs or hay,” said Mr. Bledsoe. 
“Hither the cost per acre must be low 
ered without decreasing yields or 
prices must be tnereased, or ylelds per 
acre must be increased without un- 
duly increasing the cost per acre, 

“As to soil improvement, no rota 
tlon will fit the needs of every farm- 
er, but. the following will give the 
furmer a basis on which to work: 
First year—cotton, followed by vetch 
plowed under fer green manure; sec- 
ond year-—-outs, followed by veteh to 
be plowed under, This rotation would 
have a winter cover crop on the land 
every yeur to prevent washing. ‘There 
would be three legume eropa to supply 
nitrogen and two yreen manure crops 
to furnish organic matter. To make 
this system a suceess the farmer must 
fertilize liberally, The main difficulty 
with this rotation is that two-thirds 
of the land must be plowed In the 
spring. Farmers with tractors gen 
erally do this, but those without had 
petter plant only one-half of their 
cotton and out Innd fe vetch, and in 
this way decrense their spring plow 
ing. While this will moun slower prog 
ress in soll imprevement, it is bette: 
than undertakin: more spring work 
than can be handied. Another change 
which will lessen spring plowing Is 
to udd another yeur of oats and le- 
gume hay.”

“Hunger Signals” 


Tell Crop Needs 


[" PLANTS like cotton, alfalfa and 
soy beans develop rust, they are 
sending out “hunger signals” for pot- 
ash, was the striking statement made 
ty R. W. Hamilton, acting chief agron- 
omist, Clemson college, 8. C.. In tell- 
ing how crop needs are determined In 
a talk for the Radio Short Course over 
WSB, Atlanta, This course was con- 
ducted for two weeks by the Sears- 
Roebuck Agricultural Foundation in 
co-operation with the Soil Improve- 
ment Committee of the National Fer- 
tilizer Assoctation. 

“Every farmer can learn in a gen 
eral way something ubout the deficien- 
cles of his soils,” sald Mr, Hamilton, 
“When his crops do not make sufficient 
stalk growth, und the plants have a 
yellowish cast, he may know the crops 
have not had enough ammonia. If the 
crops are not fruiting as they should, 
and If theyyare slow in, maturing, this 
Ils evidence they need more phosphoric 
acid. 

“Portunately, for the southeast 
there ure great areas that show sim- 
lar respouses to fertilizers, so it 1s 
unnecessary to recommend a different 
fertilizer for every slight variation in 
the solls. Carefully condieted testy 
on various soils afferd the only safe 
information on how to feed crops 
profitably, Recommendations can be 
made that ure broadly applicable to 
the coasial plain, the Piedmont solls 
mountain lands or Hmestone valleys, 
Intellivent fertilization is necessary to 
produce lurge yields and the quality of 
crops that will bring the greatest re 
turns to the farmer, To accomplish 
this the farmer must rely largely on 
the recommendations of the experl- 
ment stations and agricultural col- 
leges. Higher nere ylelds ure essen- 
tinl to greater farming success in the 
south, and the efliclent and wise use 
of fertilizers Is one the major factors 
contributing to higher acre yields,”
